3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

None of the references of record Kori (US Patent No. 6,397,223), Miller (US 
2004/0010538) and Agrawal (US Patent No. 6,230,151) teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 
1, 26 and 53) invention having, in addition to the other limitations in the claims, the hmitation of 
completing the processing of the plurality of data records by synchronizing the transaction 
boundaries and combining the multiplicity of results. 

None of the references of record Kori (US Patent No. 6,397,223), Miller (US 
2004/0010538) and Agrawal (US Patent No. 6,230,151) teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 
12, 37 and 54) invention having, in addition to the other limitations in the claims, the limitation 
of completing the series of transformations by synchronizing the transaction boundaries and 
combining the multiplicity of results. 
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Dependent claims 2-11, 13-25, 27-36, and 38-50 are allowable because they depend from 
claims 1,12, 26, 37 and 53-54.
